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ORGANIZATION OF THE CITY GOVERNMENT.

The members elect of the City Government for the municipal 
year of 1888, having met for organization, agreeably to the pro- 
visions of the City Charter, the oath of office by law prescribed 
- was administered to the Mayor-elect, Hon. Asa Smitu, by City 
Clerk Milton Blake. After the roll call by the City Clerk, His 
Honor Mayor Smith administered the oath of office to the follow- 
ing members elect of the Boards of Aldermen and Council, to wit:

Prayer was offered by Rev. C. E. Harrington, after which the 
Mayor delivered his inaugural address. 

After the prayer and inaugural address, Milton Blake was 
elected City Clerk, and Edwin O. Keith, City Messenger. 

At 7.30 p. m., the Common Council organized by the choice 


of George E. Whitney as President and James E. Parmenter as 
Clerk. 


MAYOR SMITH’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the Crty Councils :-— 

Having been chosen by our fellow citizens to administer the 
affairs of the city for the present year, we have assembled as 
required by the charter of the city to take the oath of office before 
assuming our respective duties. By the custom established by 
my predecessors it may fairly be expected that I should, at this 
time, make such suggestions as would indicate the policy of this 
City Government, so far as the recommendations made by me shall 
be adopted. But much which relates to several of the depart- 
ments is of sucha nature that the duties pertaining to those 
departments are fixed and definite. And there are so many of 
you who by past experience are thoroughly conversant with the 
different departments of the City Government, that it seems en- 
tirely unnecessary for me to go through in detail with the various 
branches. I will therefore confine myself in my recommenda- 
tions to those things which are to my mind most important and 
not included in the ordinary details. 

® 

FINANCE. 

During the past fiscal year $11,500 of the older issue of water 
bonds have matured and have been paid, leaving the present 
bonded indebtedness of the city $364,000. If you should cause 
to be raised by taxation $30,000 for defraying city expenses, the 


Treasurer would receive, (omitting minor items of income, such 
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as licenses, etc., and supposing the income should be the same 
from the various sources for the coming year as for the past) the 


sum of $68,850, which would be made up as follows :— 


From taxation for city expenses, $30,000 
From city hall and stores, 2,525 
From water works (net), 11,425 


From State for Railroad, Savings Banks and Insurance 


taxes, 24,804 
From city pasture, 96 
$68,850 


The Committee on Finance for last year have recommended 
appropriations to the amount of $51.145, which recommendation 
is intended to cover all city charges, including interest and bonds 
coming due, and to provide for adding $10,000 to the sinking 
fund. After deducting the amount thus recommended and $5,- 
470 for interest on the old issue of water bonds, there would be 
left $12,235, which will be ample for all contingencies and leave 
a reasonable amount which can be used, if thought best, for pur- 
poses which I shall later suggest. In my judgment, the $10,000 
should be added to the sinking fund, as $21,700 of the 6 per cent. 
water bonds mature Jan. rst, 1889, at which time the fund should 
be reduced by drawing from it $10,000 or $11,000, which can 
be done and leave an amount sufficient to provide for the large 
blocks of bonds as they mature in the future. 

Having treated this matter on the basis of raising $30,000 for 
city expenses instead of $32,000, as recommended by the Com- 
mittee, it seems to me that you would be warranted in causing 
$30,000 only to be raised by taxation, for such expenses, if upon 
consideration you think best. 

I have made no mention of state, county and school taxes, as 
they are required by statute to be raised and are assessed and col- 
lected independently of the items I have referred to. 
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HIGHWAYS. 


By reason of the unusual and heavy rains of the past season 
a much larger sum than usual has necessarily been expended in 
making repairs and for the same reason our streets and highways 
have not been in so good condition as might reasonably be desired. 
The concrete walks already laid have now been sufficiently tested 
to prove that they are of a permanent nature, while the number 
of petitions for additional walks shows that they are eminently 
satisfactory to all. Among the things most appreciated by our 
citizens are good streets and sidewalks, and in my judgment you 
would be warranted in making such appropriations and expendi- 
tures in this department as may be necessary to put and maintain 
the streets and sidewalks in a first class condition and also provide 


for a reasonable extension of the concrete walks. 


WATER WORKS. 


The work upon and about the reservoir on Beech Hill has 
been very nearly completed during the past season. An iron 
fence is to be placed upon the stone work of the reservoir, and a 
contract has been made for the fence and putting it in place, but 
the contractor failed to ship in season, and it is therefore stored 
here and will be erected in the early Spring. The new water 
supply will then be substantially completed, aside from a better 
connection of the new reservoir with the mains in the streets. 

I would recommend that you investigate and determine the 
size of iron pipe to be used in making such connection and where 
the same shall be laid. The breaks in the cement pipes in some 
of the streets have been so frequent that you should also investi- 
gate and determine how much of the old pipe has become so 
weak that it ought to be at once removed in whole or in part, and 
the size and amount needed for such renewals. ‘This should be 


done at once, and the amount of pipe required purchased now 
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for delivery in the Spring, as it can now be purchased at a lower 
price than later. 

If reasonable economy be practised in the other departments 
in the city, the surplus now in the treasury and the amount of 
income for the coming year in excess of the recommended appro- 
priations will, in my opinion, be sufficient to procure and lay such 
pipe as you will find necessary to be used for this purpose. This 
work I regard as very important for the reason that the weak con- 
dition of the pipes in many places increases the danger to prop- 
erty in case of fire, and the full benefits of the new water supply 
cannot be realized, either for fire purposes or ordinary use, until 
the new reservoir is connected with our streets by a larger and 


more substantial pipe than now connects them. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


Substituting electric lights for gas and gasoline on our princi- 
pal streets will this year increase the expenses of this department. 
But the thoroughly lighted condition of the streets meets with 
such general approval that few, if any, would desire to return to 
the former method of lighting to save the additional expense. 
The city has contracted for twenty-seven electric lights for a term 
of three years, which have displaced forty-one gas lights and sey- 
eral gasoline lamps. The streets are now so well lighted that few, 


if any, additional electric lights will be needed. 
THE POOR. 


The expenses of this department have been constantly increas- 
ing for several years, and particularly so during the past year, and, 
in my judgment, more attention should be given to the matter. 
To properly protect the interests of the city, and at the same time 
deal fairly and humanely with our poor, requires more time and 
labor than the present salary of the Overseer of the Poor furnishes 


a reasonable compensation for, and if, in your judgment, such 
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attention should be given the department as would warrant an 
increase of salary, | would recommend a reasonable increase. 

There is nothing concerning the other departments to which 
I desire to specially call your attention. ‘The reports of their 
administration and present condition are before you, and show 
that they are in a prosperous and efficient condition. They will 
require from you, from time to time, only such attention and 
action as shall be needed for their continued and economical 
operation. 

CONCLUSION. 

That the citizens have re-elected so many of us to positions 
in connection with the City Government is certainly very gratify- 
ing, and | trust we may be able so to discharge the duties devolv- 
ing upon us that our citizens may feel that their confidence has 
not been misplaced, and that their full expectations may be real- 
ized, we should strive to work together honestly for the common 
interest of all, with a considerate regard for the wishes and desires 
of our associates, that the result of our labors may represent the 


intelligence and judgment of all connected with this government.

same free of cost to the County ;”’ therefore be it 

Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene, as fol- 
lows: 

That the Water Commissioners are hereby authorized and in- 
structed to furnish to the County of Cheshire a supply of water 
from the city mains sufficient to maintain a permanent ornamental 
fountain and pond within the County Jail grounds, as contem- 
plated by the above vote passed by the County Delegation to the 
Legislature; fArovzded, that the tapping for said water supply 
shall not be larger than a two-inch tapping, and that the city shall 
not be held liable to supply water for said pond or fountain in 
case of accident to the water works or of a shortage of water in 
the city reservoirs.

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The expense of keeping roads open has been unusually large 
the past Winter, the amount of work done shoveling snow and 
plowing roads aside from the city teams from Dec. 1, 1887, to 
April 1, 1888, is $1,346.35.

The Echo Lake extension was placed under control of the 
Water Board May 17, 1888. 

Since that time the iron pipe line connecting the Beech Hill 
reservoir with the city mains has been laid under the direction of 
the Superintendent, making a durable connection of arnple capac- 
ity between said reservoir and Central Square. 

In the opinion of the board it is unwise to continue the almost 
constant repairs on several streets. 

We would therefore respectfully recommend an appropriation 
of not less than ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be used at the 
discretion of the board during the ensuing year, principally for 
the purpose of replacing a portion of the old cement pipe with 
iron. 

The working and condition of the sewer department is suffi- 
ciently shown in the Superintendent’s report. 

Notwithstanding the large amount of new work that has been 
done the past year all repairs have been promptly attended to, and 
we congratulate the city upon securing the services of a competent 
engineer in the person of Mr. Babbidge to care for this valuable 
portion of the city property.

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Last Spring we experienced more trouble from water setting 
back in the sewers than usual, and, as it was reported that the 
sewers had been allowed to run themselves for the last five years, 
I therefore feel it a duty to explain how the sewers have been 
cared for, and what has caused the trouble as it appears to me. 

From the time I assumed care of the sewer department until 
last Spring the main sewers have worked very satisfactorily if we 
make an allowance for high water in the Spring, which unavoid- 
ably makes them sluggish. We have made frequent examina- 
tions at the manholes, and have always found the sewers on the 
central line in good order. We have found and removed some 
silt on the Beaver Brook line, but less was found at the end of 
four years than at the beginning. Every Spring as soon as the 
water in the river was low enough to allow a good current, we 
have given all of the 6-inch sewers a thorough flushing, by turn- 
ing water from the hydrants into the flush tanks at the head of 
these lines. When the sewers have taken the water freely for 
one-half hour or more, we have passed them as in good condition, 
but if they did not, we went to work as soon as practicable, and 
made all necessary repairs... The same process was repeated in 
the Fall except when the water in the pond was so low that it was 
not thought safe to do so. And I am firmly convinced that if the 
pipe had been thoroughly cemented, so that sand and roots could 
not have found a free passage into the pipe, the flushing which 
we gave the sewers would have kept them in good order, with 
the exception of an occasional clogging on the low grades, or dur- 
ing back water from the river. For at such times it is about im- 
possible for several of the lines in the southern section of the city 
to discharge sewage into the main pipe on account of back 
pressure, and the flush tanks cannot render assistance as the sy- 
phon will not operate. If this condition continues long, the sewers 
are very liable to become clogged with the accumulation of sew- 
age. It was also reported that instruction was given that balls 
must be put through all of the sewers twice a year. With our 
additional water supply, such instructions can doubtless be carried 
out. But with the scanty supply we have been obliged to depend 
upon for most of the time for the last five years it was impossible. 
Now if the designer of the system thought it necessary that the 
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sewers should be balled twice a year, why was there not a stand 
pipe located nearer than from one to five hundred feet from the 
head of the six-inch lines where a ball can be put into the pipe? 
And if the City Government so understand it, why did they not 
purchase the balls and cleaning tools of the Construction Co. 
when they offered at a very low figure as Mr. Babbidge informed 
me they were. But the fact that they were not purchased, that 
the Superintendent’s salary was reduced two hundred dollars, and 
his assistant turned over to the Highway Department leads to 
the conclusion that the government did not expect that it would 
require much labor and attention to keep the sewers in repair. 
Balling the sewers I have no doubt is the best way to remove 
sand and locate roots when the pipe is only partly filled. But 
balls cannot remove roots and nothing short of digging up the 
pipe and relaying will effect it. It is also a fact that the only 
trouble we have had with the whole system north of the Square 
has been caused by roots growing into imperfectly cemented 
joints, and on those streets, in this section where roots have not been 
found, the sewers have continued to work perfectly. This I think 
proves that the fault.is not altogether owing to faulty care. The 
trouble with our main sewers last Spring can be attributed to the 
extra amount of water they were carrying and a number of acci- 
‘dents that occurred at a time when repairs could not well be 
made. On the Beaver Brook line at Church and Harrison streets 
there was a leak in the water main and as the ground was frozen 
the water found its way into the sewer forcing about a load and a 
half of sand into the pipe; also.a few days previous to this time 
two manholes on this line were broken apart by frost, and more 
sand was washed into the pipe; as the sand could not be removed 
until the water in the river was at low tide the sewers in this vi- 
cinity were sluggish for a long time. ‘This obstruction with the 
quicksand that came down from the East end of Church street 
and from Valley street caused the manholes on Church street to 
overflow longer than usual. On the central line a few rods North 
of City Hotel a hole was cut in the pipe by the Construction Co. 
for some reason, and was covered with a section of pipe during 
high water last Spring ; the cement on this joint was partly pressed 
off, and the hole in the road indicated that considerable sand went 
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into the pipe. There were also three or four small bottles found 
in this vicinity ; how they came there cannot be explained but they 
were there, and with the sand helped to make an obstruction. 
This accident was also at a time when repairs could not well be 
made, as the back water was about four feet above the pipe. 
The sewers above were completely gorged with sewage and an 
unusual amount of water from the ground that was going into the 
pipes through open joints and drain tile. About the first of May 
I assisted Mr. Frame in putting balls through this line. A ball 
that was two inches less than the sewer went through from the 
City Hotel to the river without trouble, but it stopped between 
the Lamson block and Hotel near the hole cut in pipe. A ball 
that was four inches less than pipe was then tried, which went 
through. It was then thought best to defer further operation as 
the water in the river was still-too high to work with an advan- 
tage. From measurements taken before and after the balls were 
put through there was but little change made in the level of the 
water in the sewer. I have always endeavored to do my whole 
duty in caring for the water works and sewers. But the lack of a 
properly organized force of skilled labor to assist in making re- 
pairs has made the duties of the superintendent at times very un- 
satisfactory, as he has been obliged to act as laborer and superin- 
tendent.

WATER WORKS. 


The Works are in as good condition as can be expected, as 
the age of the cement pipe and the liability of its giving out 
increases every year. We have had twenty-three leaks on cement 
pipe since July 1, and in mending leaks I notice that the pipe is 
very rusty and full of small pin holes. We often have to solder 
several small holes. In making the connection between the Rox- 
bury street main and the Court street main, we found the iron 
entirely gone, and all that held was the cement. 

Echo and Sylvan Lakes are full. 

The Echo Lake dam should be repaired as soon as practicable. 


SEWERS. 


A systematic inspection of the sewers was commenced early 
in July, and carried on from time to time until December 1. All 
the lines have been thoroughly cleaned by having’a ball passed 
through them. Partial obstructions were found in a majority of 
the lines, caused by sticks, sand, roots, bones, rags, bottles, 
crockery and tin ware, putty, leather, hair, newspapers, etc., and 
some by sewerage proper, West street, the east side of Main 
street, being almost clogged by sewerage. 

No trouble has been caused by the high water the past Fall, 
and with the arrangements now made, I do not anticipate any 
trouble in the near future. The repair account has been increased 
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by putting in new stand pipes and getting the necessary cleaning 
tools; it also includes the re-laying of about four hundred feet of 
pipe and re-building one flush tank. : 

The works are now in good running condition. I wish to 
thank the Committee on Water and Sewers and especially the ~ 
Commissioners of Water Works, for their kindness, courtesy and 
advice.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER. 


To flis Flonor the Mayor and City Counctls: 

Gentlemen.—In compliance with city ordinances, I present 
the following report of the Keene Fire Department for the year 
ending Dec. 1, 1888. 

The Department has been called out by alarms as follows, viz: 

Three from box 52, 2 from box g, 1 each from boxes 6, 14 
and 23, and one false alarm. 

The aggregate loss at the fires which the Department has been 
called is $5,865.00, on which insurance has been allowed to the 
amount of $1,450.00 making a net loss over insurance of $4,415.- 
oO. 

January 11, box 23, Mount Huggins Hotel. 

January 30, box 52, C. R. R. lobby. Loss $200.00; insured. 

March 10, box 9, Duffy’s block. Loss $3,400.00; no insur- 
ance. 

March 12, box 14, George Buckminster’s house on Water 
street. Loss $50.00; insured. 

August 29, box 52, C. R. R. shop. Loss $5.00; insured. 

September 6, box 52, C. R. R. shop. Loss $10.00; insured. 

September 17, box 9, C. R. R. baggage room. Loss $200; 
insured. 

November 18, box 6, Heald ice house. Loss $2,000; insur- 
ance $1,000. 

The Department as heretofore consists of six engineers : Steam- 
er and Hose Co., 20 men; Deluge Hose Co., 20 men; Phoenix

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Hose Co., 20 men; Washington Hook and Ladder Co., 20 men. 
Total 86 men. 

There has been no important change in the apparatus during 
the year, with the exception of the addition of 1,000 feet of cotton 
fabric hose. 

The original Steamer Hose carriage and one of the hand en- 
gines, which has been kept at the north part of the city might be 
sold, without detriment to the Department, and a set of runners 
for the Hook and Ladder truck would be worth much more than 
their cost during the Winter season. 

Although greatly needed, nothing has been done to improve 
the condition of the houses occupied by the Pheenix and Hook 
and Ladder Companies, which is a matter that hardly seems 
profitable for the city to neglect. 

Four horses, owned by the city, are at’ present kept for the 
use of the Fire Department. two more are needed to supply 
the ordinary requirements, and probably could be owned by the 
city quite as well as to hire. 

The hydrant service has been improved by the enlargement 
of the main from the new reservoir and the putting in of several 
post hydrants in place of the old flush hydrants on Roxbury 
street, the former avoiding much trouble from being covered with 
ice and snow; also, by the addition of a large hydrant near the 
park in Central Square, which will be very useful in case of fire 
in that vicinity. 

The Department now has 140 hydrants attached to the city 
water mains, all in good condition, and an ample water supply, 
largely decreasing the risk of any disastrous conflagration. 

The system of electric alarm recently introduced, has worked 
very satisfactorily, and is a great improvement to save time and 
to prevent loss, and a liberal extension of the system would add 
much to the efficiency of the Fire Department. 

Seventeen signal boxes are at present in use. 

The organization and membership of the Department is in the 
main quite as good as at the last annual report, excellent discip- 
line and order, has in general been maintained, except in one in- 
stance of which we are sorry to say, a little disturbing element 
caused some contention in one company in relation to the selection 
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of certain important officers, which the Board of Engineers 
could not consistently approve. This led to the unpleasant mani- 
festation of a spirit of insubordination on the part of a few mem- 
bers of the company, being undoubtedly influenced thereto by a 
leader having less regard for the propriety of his position than for 
the gratification of personal ends. Such occurrences notwith- 
standing success in the subversion of right are neither creditable 
nor condusive to the good of the Department. 

The expenses for the year will be found in the report of the 
Committee on Finance.

Each box when pulled strikes its number on all the bells in the 
circuit and repeats four rounds if properly pulled in. Whenever 
a box alarm is sounded, firemen will proceed dzrectly to the box 
pulled tv, unless sooner ascertaining the exact location of the fire. 


SIGNALS. 


The following signals were adopted by the Board of Engi- 
neers, December 2, 1887. 

1. The Superintendent has the right to strike one blow upon 
the bells at any time, to test the circuits ; also to ring in ome round 
from any box, preceded by a single blow, exactly five. minutes 
after the noon stroke, on Saturdays, for the purpose of testing the 
boxes. 

2. The signal 22 repeated on the bells is to call the firemen 
to their houses for further orders. 

3. Iwo blows struck upon the bells after a fire alarm is a 
signal to ‘‘ limber up,” and recalls all firemen and apparatus to 
the engine houses unless specially detailed for duty. 


« 
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4. In case of a serious fire the Engineers may cause a second 
alarm to be sounded from the nearest box. A second alarm is 
given by striking ten blows, followed by the box number. 

5. As box g, which is located on city hall, is still likely to be 
used for a general alarm, and to be pulled for a fire which is zof 
in or near the Square, the Engineers will ring in a second alarm 
of four full rounds from this box, if there is a fire of any magni- 
tude near the Square. 

6. The old alarm on city hall will only be rung between 9g p. 
m. and 6 a. m. except in case of serious fire. 

47. Arrangements have been made with the Beaver Mills Co., 
and alarms. of fire will be given on their whistle same as by the 
bells. 


GENERAL RULES. 


Firemen, as well as citizens, should familiarize themselves 
with the following rules for giving alarms of fire: 

1. Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 

2. Never pull a box while the alarm bells are ringing, nor 
until a box has completed its four (4) rounds. Two boxes can- 
not operate together and neither will work if two are pulled at 
the same time. Never pull two alarms or two boxes for the same 
fire. The Engineers will sound second alarms if necessary. 

3. To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the key box and 
open the outside box door with the key. Pull down the brass 
crank or hook, seen inside, three or four inches, ¢z// z¢ stops, then 
let go. Then let the box alone. The clock work will be seen or 
heard to be running, and the alarm will follow in half a minute or 
so. Close the box and remove the key. 

4. Remember that the firemen will come directly to the box 
which has been pulled. See that they are directed to the fire, if 
necessary. 


TELEPHONE ALARMS. 


Box 6, which is located in the central telephone office, is the 
box which will be pulled to sound all alarms of fire sent in by 
telephone. When this box is pulled, firemen and others can as- 
certain the location of the fire from the telephone office. 
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Do not send a telephone alarm if there is an alarm box within 
reasonable distance. Box alarms are always the surest and best. 
Telephones can seldom be used during thunder showers; the 
boxes can always be used. 

To send in a telephone alarm, call the central office. ‘Tell the 
operator slowly first the ward, then the street and house where 
the fire is situated. The operator will repeat, ‘* Fire, ward so 
and so, such street or house.” Answer, ‘‘ All right,” if you are 
correctly understood. If the fire is in South Keene or West 
Keene, give that fact instead of the ward number. ‘The operator 
will then leave the telephone and sound the alarm. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, I tender my sincere thanks for the aid and en- 
couragement of my assistant engineers, and the ever ready re- 
sponse and efficient action of the officers and members of the 
several companies in all calls to duty.

I have the honor to present my second report, it being the 
twelfth annual report of the City Physician. 

There has been an increase in the number of cases requiring 
my attendance over the preceeding year, and several cases requir- 
ing long and constant attendance. 

No births and but one death has come to my knowledge 
among the city poor. 

A large part of the attendance has been for chronic cases, but 
there has been some acute sickness among the children. 

From the experience of the past year I would respectfully sug- 
gest that some place be provided which will be open to the City 
Physician at all times, to be used in cases of emergency either 
from accident or sudden sickness. The city is now without such 
accomodation, and it was with much difficulty that such cases 
were provided for the past year.

The Board of Health has had an unusual number of matters 
of complaint during the past year.

The two cases where no active measures have been taken are 
remaining open under an understanding with the Board that certain 
things would be done to reasonably relieve the complainants if 
not wholly abate the nuisances. Most of the nuisances which 
have been abated have been permanently abated. ‘There are still 
remaining in some sections of the city many dwellings not yet 
connected with the public sewer, but the Board has generally or- 
dered connections only in such cases as have come to them upon 
complaint. Yet wherever we have found a nuisance existing by 
reason of not being connected with the sewer and the premises are — 
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within one hundred feet of the¥sewer it has been our purpose to 
order connection without waiting for complaint. There are a 
class of cases where the sewer is not within one hundred feet of 
the premises and the Board cannot order a connection. There is 
another class of cases where the waters of the city are not taken 
and difficulties arise thereby against the use of the sewer in con- 
nection with such premises. It is often a question to say exactly 
what ought to be done to treat all concerned with justice and fair- 
ness. We have however tried to act impartially. Whatever we 
may have done there is still more todo. ‘To protect the health of 
the people, strong exertion should be made to have all sewage in 
the compact part of the city turned into the public sewer, and this 
has been the leading principle upon which we have acted.
